Message from his Excellency the Governor, by his private secretary, Mx 
Clay. 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, > 
Tuscaloosa, Nov. 8, 1830. \ 

Fellow-Citizens of the Senate, 

and House of Representatives : 

. In greeting your assemblage at the Seat of Government, on the present occa don, 
it is cause of gratulation, that the prosperity and happiness of our beloved country 
nave been continued. Since the last adjournment of the Legislature, the unfort un¬ 
ate difficulties, which, at that time, seemed to threaten a disturbance of the friendship 
and harmony, which had begun so early, under circumstances of such peculiar and 
abiding interest, and had continued so long, between the people of the United St ates 
and France, have been happily adjusted, on terms unmingled with regret to the most 
Chivalrous patriot, and highly honorable to our own Government. The termination 
of this difference has left our country at peace with allt he world, with untarnished na¬ 
tional honor, to advance, with the continued favor ot that beneficent Providence, which 
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War, dated ihc 21st of January, announcing that, in consequence of recent intelligence 
which had been received at Washington, respecting aflairs in Florida, Maj -r Cien* 
«ral Scott had been ordered “to proceed to that Territory, and assume u*c direo- 
tion of the operations against the Seminole Indians, and also against the Crtek iudi* 
ans See. ;** and, pursuant to the instructions ot the President, requesting me “to 
call into the service of the United States, and to place under the command of M»jor 
General Scott, such portion oft he militia of Alabama, as he might rtquii e, to he em¬ 
ployed in suppressing the hostilities of the above named Indians.** .About the same 
time, I received a letter from that officer, dated Jannuly 31»t, transnuiimg a dupli¬ 
cate of the cotiununicatiun tr«*m the bee ret ary of War, and, in pursuance ut us au¬ 
thority, calling on me to “place under his command one Regiment of lnh.mn , or 
Infantry and Riflemen, to serve on foot lor tluee months, (unless sconci oi c:iu: t ed) 
against the Seminole Indians in Florida.** 

| issued orders, on the day after this requisition was received, to toe commanding 
Generals of the 2d and 6th Divisions, requiring each to raise Ov vohmU y enrol- 
nent, or draft, one Battalion of Infantry, and cause them to rendezvous at alobile 
as desired by General Scott,) on the 25ui wl Fclnuary. Ii deemed advisable 
o imisc this Regiment from those two Divisions—one hot-doing on the black,War- 
jo,. and the other on the Alabama rivet—to ensure their ca.y ana speedy tr.an .por- 
fction to the theatre of hostilities. The 4th Division included the place cl ten* 
[ezvous, and would have been called on for a portion of the irwi-ps, but tor the consul- 
ration, that it was not then known that out difficulties with fiance would terminate 
peacefully; or how soon it might become necessary to call out the militia, in ..n vicin- 
jy, cn mdse , to repel invasion, and piotect our commercial emporium.

or and laudable patriotism. I was answered by the Secretary of War, under date

Sfced ** Since then, I have received no further intelligence on the subject from 

• Dcoartment. It is believed, however, that no appropriation, to satisfy such

I wisdom of your honorable body, whether liberal policy does not demand ot tne 
Sfe the payment of claims of this character—after which an appeal might be made 
the justice of the General Government.

formed me of various hostiie indications of the Creek Indians, and confirmed me in the

purposes intimated. Having no fiorjcr 4 * to cal! forth the militia,” except that con¬ 
ferred by our State Constitution, “ to execute the laws, to suppress insurrections, 
jfind repel invasions,” and nj fundi at my disposal to subsist a single company in 
the public service; and entertaining the opinion that sufficient power and means, for 
the defence of our citizens, were possessed by the authorities of the General Govern¬ 
ment, on the 22d of March, I enclosed to the Secretary of War, most of the several 
communications alluded to, and expressed the hone that, from them, he would “ per- 
CfcWe the exjiedtenci} , if not necessity, of calling out such force of mounted militia, 
isis would give sufetv, as wed as tranquility, to ail w:in amongs., o> on the 

borders of, the Creeks and Cherokee*.” I expressed mv decided opinion “ that such 
-ji fucjisnre \y;ss neccsSrii”/, from all the information X had upon the suoje^t, and urged, 
wost earnestlv, that such steps should be taken, or such authority given me, as would, 
sit least, enable me to protect the lives of my fellow citizens. 

Eaiiv in April, I received a communication from the Secretary of War, bearing 
«late on the 19th of March, (in reply tonne I had addressed to him, under date 26th 
of February, in relation to the Regiment of observation.) m which fie informed me, 
lie was instructed to say, “ it appears to the President that the state of affairs in the 
Creek country, so far as they are known here, does not justify the further continuance 
<if this force in service. To authorise the President to call out a military force, there 
■must be either actual hostilities, or evidently impending danger of them.” I he Se¬ 
cretary further remarked—“ The evidence in the possession of the Department does 
«ot satisfy the President that this is the c ase, at present, in any part of the country oc¬ 
cupied by the Creek Indians. He therefore desires, immediately on the receipt of this 
letter, unless circumstances should have arisen to show the necessity of keeping 
these troops in service, that you cause them to be discharged without delay.” 

As already shown, the Regiment had been disbanded at Vernon, or I should have 
felt constrained to have discharged them, in conformity to the desire of the President, 
thus communicated, as no new circumstance had arisen, furnishing strong inducements 
to keep them in service, than that of the existing war with the Semmoh-s, and those 
implied by the requisition, which had been mide by an officer of the United btates 
Army, who had just passed through the country. 

Having communicated to the Secretary of War all the information deemed ma¬ 
terial, in my letter of the 22 id March, and being in confident expectation of an an- 
awer to that communication in the ordinary time, I did not again write to him, on 
the subject, till the 15th of April. But, having received several additional com- 
munications, by the last preceding mail, from individuals of known respectability, 
disclosing continued apprehensions of danger, on that day, I again addressed the 
Secretary, enclosing copies of those communications referring t*o the views expiessed 
4* mine of the 22nd March, which I assured him remained unchanged, and insisted 
th$X all the evidence* taken together, would abundantly prove that, if actual Apt- 
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tUitif were not already commenced, there was evidentty imflending dagger Qf'f }efn 
This Ia«t communication to the Secretary had scarcely been mailed, when 1 r ,< 
ceived by express the proceedings of a meeting of citizens of Uu^tll and Harhou 
Counties, reiterating such apprehensions, as had before hern communicated f rnnj 
other portions of the population, amongst whom the 1 Indians remuned, and reqii t $» 
ing me to call into service, for their protection, a large mht.trv fmc.*. 

It is true, intelligence, from the quarter alluded to, had not alwa\s been o* the sam 
character, but often contradictory; and having no wtil lounded expectation, f rc 
my correspondence, thus far, with the Secretary < f War, that the General Gen- 
ernment would assume the l>orthen of the expenditures, ihvp-rable from such opei^ 
tions; unprovided with funds of the.State; and, indeed, admonished to cd reams net 
tion, by the refusal of the L -gislature (to which I have before advert.d) either t 
authorise me to accept a company of mounted Volunteers, or to m dee anv upnropri- 0 
tiou to meet the expenses, unavoidably incident to a War of a\y Lind, I did not then 
feel authorised to call troops into service, ' n 

Determined, however, to exci t every power, to which I fedt competent, under our 
constitution and laws, I considered it pi oper to make prepar.r* •» v arr angements for 
the most prompt and efficient defence, in the event hostilities sh ,u!d be commenced 
or that indications of hostility should be more unequivocally evinced. 1 was sat¬ 
isfied there would be a great deficiency of Arms, and munitions of War, both in 
the region of apprehended hostilities, and the vicinity, and, having on a former occa. 
eion tested the uncertainty of a reliance on any othermedium of communication J 
despatched Col. Aaron Shannon, as a special agent, at ihe earliest pi acticable mo.

\\ ith two thousand muskets at ?vtontgomery, and a large quantity cf ammunition 
nder the control of a Major General, commanding one division, who was instructed

May responded to my orders of the 28tli April—mle nine days before the first in- 
hgence of Indian murders reached me, at this place by mail. In his answer, after 
soring me of the promptnfss and efficiency with which he would afford relief to our 
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Dawson, cf Columbus, Georgia, came to Gen. Shearer yesterday, calling loudly for 
nid in suppressing the hostilities of the Greek Indian*--. Letters were likewise received, 
giving nie conclusive evidence that the Indians had actually commenced hostilities on 
the white inhabitants.” But even this connnunicutn u contained no‘■pecificatiun cfar.y 
particular act of war.

1 also despatched an order of the same date, to Major General Patteson, of the 1st 
Division, apprizing him of the commencenn nt of hostilities; of the measures I had 
taken; my conviction “ that economy as well as safety, dictated the propriety of 
having an efficient force at once;” requiring him to raise a battalion of five companies, 
by voluntary enrolment, or draft if necessary; and, when organized, to older it “to 
march with all possible expedition to Montgomery,” where the troepswoukl be armed 
and equipped. 

Having long personally known Major General Patteson; aware of his bavins served 
reputably to himself, am! advantageously to his country, in a f< rmer campaie,n°ngainst 
the same enemy; and with the most implicit confidence in bis intelligence, lionor and 
courage, 3 also directed him, as soon as he had issued the necessary orders, to repair 
in person to Montgomery, with such staff officers as he might think necessary, in

I had, from the commencement, considered it very important to secure the 
friendship of as large a portion of the tribe as possible, and ah*o the eo>operation 
oi some of their .principal warriors. With this view I invited a vhir, at Mont- 
’go mcry, from Hopwthle \ oholo, the most influential Chief of the upper <'reeks 
and about twelve others, with whom I held a talk on the 29rh of May, which re- 
suited in a promise, on their part, to bring a large number of warriors to our as-* 
distance, whenever we might he ready for active operations. 

I o guard against the possibility of a successful retreat of the Indians on the 2Sth 
I addressed a enmmunka'ion “to the Commanding Officer of’ the Georgia 
Militia, at Columbus, ” apprising him of my plan of operations, the number of troons 
lit iK were then, or .shortly would be at Tusfcegee, and at Irwimon, besides friendly 
-r.dians; the importance of guarding the east branch of the Chatahoochee, opposite 
U;e whole line of 13 a? born* county; inviting the co-operation of the troops that were, 
hi the serx ice o' Georgia, and suggesting the wish to terminate the war by a simulta¬ 
neous movement of the several corps. I also informed him we should;<pi obably be in. 
j eadiness to advance from the several points, occupied by the Alabama Hoops by 
"the 5ih proximo, at farthest. ' i » / 

Alabama may indulge feelings of just pride, in the chivalrous conduct of her 
brave and generous sous. '1 he people of no State have ever furnished a better prac¬ 
tical illustration of the theory, that citizen soldiers mav be relied on, as a sure 
guaranty of the safety of a free country. Never was a more cheerful alacrity, or a 
mare patriotic enthusiasm evinced, than by' the population of every part of the State, 
upon which the several uquisit 011 s were made. It would be invidious to pa? titular- 
izo the promptitude of anv one Division, Brigade or Regiment. The same lofty 
• s pi*’it ot chivalry, and pitriotisn distinguished every corps. It was sufficient ffor 
them that they were informed the war whoop was resounding within our before 
peaceful hmi's; and that savage conflagrations were threatening to sweep over, de- 
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devastate the Country of their brethren, and friends. They knew it 
Was the indiscriminate warfare of the tomahawk and scalping knife, that spared 
neither age nnr sex. Their bosoms burned with just indignation; they heard, and re¬ 
sponded to their country’s first call for help. No drafting, no cof-rreive iveasurerf 
tvere necessary to call forth more than a suffirient nnmbf-r nf troops; the difficulty 
was more frequently* in determining who should be left at hone*, (as they were dis¬ 
posed to regard it) in inglorious ease.— Remote as nv-tnv were from the theatre of 
hostilities, varying from one hundred and fiftv to three hundred miles—in most in¬ 
stances in ten, and (it is believed) in none exceeding fifteen (lays, they were at the 
post of danger, with armor buckled on, pledging life and honor on freedom’s altar, to 
avenge the- blood of tlu*ir countrymen. 

The Commanding General had been, some days, at the principal point of rendez¬ 
vous, anxiously a waiting rlu* arrival of suffirient numbers to Justify him in advancing, 
prudently, upon the enemy— ;o as not. only be able to vanquish him, hut to make the 
Itr&t blow, the finishing one. About the 5r!i day of Tune, Major General Jessup, of 
the United States Army, an officer distinguished for his g-dlantrv and experience, 
arrived at Tuskcgec, the Head Quarters of Major General P-tteson, and a few days 
thereafter, assumed the command. T am gratified to believe the most perfect har¬ 
mony and good feeling prevailed between these distinguished officers, throughout 
the remainder of the campaign. 

That portion of the troop-, under the immediate command of Major General Pat- 
fceson took up the line of ir.arrh from Tusk ego*', for the r.nmrx of the enemy on the 
|2th of J nne, and were, in a f w days joined by a large body of the friendly warriors, 
ilsthose co-operation had been secured, as before stated. Non. Mtthla, the prin¬ 
cipal Chief of the hostile p:\rtv, h iving been previously captured by an advanced 
party of friendly Indiana, on the 22-1 of June, tie most formidable pirt of his fol¬ 
lowers, yit Tding to our s 'perior force, without waiting to receive a blow, surrender¬ 
ed to Gen. Patteson, nnr.nndit icnallv. 


i he southern extre nitv of the territory occupied by the enemy bad been offet 
gpiarded, by the troops under the immruiat^ command of Brigadier General \ 
They had scoured that part nf the Nation lying in B irbour and bonk-ring on

_ Moore. 

They had scoured that part nf the Nation lying in Birbour and hard,-ring on Pike* 
and hied taken a numb' r of prisoners. It is believed, not an Indian escaped to Flori¬ 
da oil this side of the* Ch ttahooriv’e. In a very few days, the remaining warriors, 
who had taken up arms, were captured by the citizen soldiers of Alabama,and the 
war terminated. 

Having received a report from Major General Patteson, under dote of the 22d of 
June, announcing taese important and gratify mg results, so far ns they wore connec¬ 
t'd w > l h h:s immediate command, 1 addressed Major Genera! Jessup/on the 28th of 
June, suggesting that unless General Patteson was much mistaken (which I tould 

heft suppose,) tie war ru ght be considered at an end, and remarked:_ 

•‘If the conclusion past nr minted, be correct, the question of deepest interest td 
Alabama, involves tkn time and manner of removing- the Indians, lie shall never 
have tranquility whilst they remain amongt ? ,s.” I then proceeded to urge, with 
due deference, “ the speediest possible removal of,all who Were, v\ on remotely im¬ 
plicated in the com men* c metit, <>r participation of the war— r.vce/it those 7vho mhfht 

have committed, or been a 'canary to the murder of any of our citizens." I added_ 

“Of an\, and fid such individuals, I feel c r >n»trained to claim a surrender to the 
civil amthoVities of the several counties in which the crimes mav have been perpetra¬ 
ted, that they may suffer the penalty prescribed by the laws of Alabama.” 

In another communication to Major General Jessup, heaving date the Tt of Ju¬ 
ly, after ad verting to the information I had received from the Cherokee county/ 
in regard to the danger apprehended in that quarter, from Creek Indians to thor 
irimocr of five or six thousand (a.s estimated) who had intruded there, together 
With certain disaffected Cherokees, I remarked: “ Next to the immediate re¬ 
moval of the hostile Creeks, lately subdued, I cannot imng-ne a more acceptable 
•ervice, that can be rendered to the State of Alabama, than to remove all the 
Ore'ks, who are amongst the Cherokees, in the shortest practicable time.” f 
also suggested the convenience of letting the troops, then in serv ice, from the 1st 
and 7«h D-vision*--, take the Cherokee country in their wav, on their return match, 

apd deliver the G:eeks, alluded to, at some point on the Tennessee liver, within 
our limits. 

pleasure to ‘ay, Gen. Jesup manifested a ready acquiescence in all tha 
ws I tiHVv mentioned, in i s su'd to tfie siirrrnck'r of those charged with Crimes, 
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the remcivtil of the Indians, generally; mid I should (lo injustice to that distinguish* 
ed officer, were I not on this occasion to bear testimony to the uniform zeal, energy i 
and ability, which characterized all his operations, from the time he assumed the 
command of our troops. Those belonging to the hostile party, being near th»*rc 
thousand^ souls, were promptly removed, at the termination of hostilities—except 
such as were surrendered to the .civil authorities; and since the 30.h of August, 
about fourteen thousand of the friendly partv—‘tvaking in all about seventeen thou¬ 
sand—have been removed. None of the Nation now remains on this side of the 
Mississippi, except/the warriors who are aiding us against the Seminole Indians in 
Florida, and their families—in ail amounting to about fourteen thousand five hun¬ 
dred souls— vVho will follow their-brethren to their destined homes, so soon as thev 
return from that campaign. We are thus forever? freed, I ‘rust, from a population 
which never could have been identified, and never would hwe harmonized, in char¬ 
acter, feeling or interest, with an enlightened and civilized community. 

We have to lament the loss of some valuable lives, and the destruction of much, 
property by this war. We can only deplore the fate or those who unfortunately fell 
victims; but something may, and ought to be done, to indemnify those who have suf¬ 
fered the loss of their habitations, their provisions, and their crops. -The Govern¬ 


ment of the United States lias, it is believed, accorded such indemnity- in some 


similar instances. If the enemy had the means of reparation, we could certainly ( 


claim it, by the laws of war, and on principles of justice. It is probable the lands of 
many of the hostile Indians remained undisposed of, to fair and bona Jide purchasers, 
at the commencement of the war. If so, would it not be just and proper for the 


General Government to apply the proceeds, as far as they would go, towards the 
remuneration of our citizens who have sustained losses, in many instances ruinous? L 
1 would respectfully commend a presentation of these claims, by may of memorial a 
to the Congress oi the United States, at the next session. . a 

I also deem it proper, on this occasion, to remind you of certain claims, which 
(though no doubt just and meritorious) I am informed have not been liquidated by t j 
the officers of the United States, charged with the Quarter Master’s and Subsistence j r 
Depaitments_on the ground, as it is understood, that they are not. cmbiaced by n 


terms of the act ot Congress, by which they are governed. • At the commencement! tj 
and in the early stages of the war, there were no officers of the United braves at tin se

It is impossible to foresee the extremes, to which untutored savages may he 
carried, even by imaginary wrongs. Hv»io-.\ it wo old *■•< m «->'pf*dienr > to adopt 8ome 
contingent plan, fin the pt(dec* ion oi tliu live- and pr.pciyv of tin* while inhabitants, 
residing aim nr; them, and on the bo: d*-rs of the tei ut< : v, which they still c-coupy.— 
There can never be any dfficultv ii« obtaining me;?, in ■mUcient numbers to meet any 
emergency, tint may arise. All that is necessary o to rive a*..'.horitv to call out troop# 
without awaiting the contingencies contemplate tl by the c.mslituti m, and furnidi the 
requisite funds for their subsistence. 

1 would, also, beg leave to renew my recommendation at the last session, that “a 
more summon y mode of trial nnd punishment” be provided for offenders of this des¬ 
cription- I have no doubt ilie immediate trial and punishnuut of the first perpetra¬ 
tors of crime, in the event of hostilities, would have a most saluiarv effect on others. 
As the law now stands, our Circuit Judges do not feel authorised to call a special court, 
to originate, as well as try, a criminal prosecution. If such power were accorded, in 
regard to Indians, charged with high crimes, it might save much expense, that would 
be incurred by long imprisonment, and at the same time conduce much to our safety. 

Whilst on the subject of the Chcrokees, I am forcibly reminded of another claim 
of its white inhabitants. They are, mphat icully, pioneers in the settlement of that 
portion cf our State. Anticipating its speedy acquisition, many of them went into it, 
settled upon and improved lands, not in the immediate occupancy of the Indians, in 
advance of its purchase by the Government. They have suffered all the hardships, 
and pi nations, \vhich are ever inseparable from the settlement and improvement of 
a new country. llicv have given enhanced value to those lands, now the property of 
the Lnited otates, by opening roads, by clearing and cultivating farms, and by crea¬ 
ting an abundant supply ot the means of subsistence—to say nothing of numerous other 
imptovements, which always accompany the march of civilization. They have 

opened the way for those who have more money, but less enterprise. They have 

t ius entitled themselves to such privileges, as have been repeatedly accorded toother 
aettieis; that is, to rights of pre-emption to limited parcels of land, to include the im- 
provements made by the labonr ot their own hands. It has often been demonstrated 
wit nn the last few years, t!iat the Government loses nothing bv granting this privi¬ 
lege,eve.idn the amount oi money received, that it is deemed unnecessary to adduce 
ptoot on this orc.Hcion. This policy has also greatly accelerate! the sales of the pub- 
ic on.ain. by it the quantity sold has been increased, and the amount received 
into the I reasury has been greatly augmented. Under these views, I would sug- 
ges t le expediency ot appealing to Congress for a revival of the laws graining right* 
ot pre-emption to actual settlers on the public lands.

It is apparent that the laws does not intend a gift or unjnotified grant of the 
portion of the surplus revenue, that would fall to any one State: On tha contrary 
faith of each State is to be pledged, in the most solemn forms of law, to repay 
said moneys and every part thereof, from time to time, whenever the same mi 
required, by the Secretary of the Treasury, &c.** 

It is presumed there will be no difficulty in determining the expediency of hecqj 
ing the depository of our portion of the surplus revenne; for if we were merely 
distribute it amongst our several Hanks, under discreet end proper management* 
would be a source of considerable profit to the State. But, how it may be cmfity 
moat advantageously , always keeping in view our obligation to refund if, when i 
quired, and keeping in our power the facilities of redeeming the public faith, * 
question of the deepest importance to the interest and character of cur State, f 
country being in a state of profound peace, and of prosperity never equalled, it 
reasonably to suppose, the amount received may remain long in our hands uncalled 1 
Is it not reasonable to suppose, those funds could be dispensed with by tV.e Gove 
irtcnt of the United States, a sufficient length of time to enable us to accomplish sc 
desirable plan for the improvement of our facilities ct intercommunication, by wh 
all the great divisions of the State would be be no fitted? 

The law passed at the last session of the Legislature, contemplating the comti 
tion of a rail road to connect the waters of the Mobile Bay, with those of the T 
nessee river, it is understood has not been, and probably will not be carried intoeff 
1 have received no report, however, from the commissioners appointed to open bt 
for subscriptions of stock; but it is believed, the subscriptions were so small, a< 
discourage any hope of success under the existing charter. No other single work 
been proposed, which promises so favorably to the Interests of the whole Statei 
pecuniary social, or political point of view. Its advantages have been so often urj 
that it is now unnecessary to dwell upon them. It would perhaps be difficult to dti 
mine whether the Northern, or Southern division of the State would receive n 
advantage. At either extreme it would intersect navigable streams, art! other fa 
ties of transportation, with ramifications into almost every distt ict. In the meanti 
it would be an important link, in the great thoroughfare between the eastern c 
raereial cities, and our own seaport, which is regarded as entirely practicable, 
fraught with the most important advantages. 

Other States have set us the bright example of constructing great public iropr 
ments exclusively out of the public resources; and thoyave now reaping the rich 
ward of their enterprize and wisdom. What has made the city of Mew York 
great emporium of this flourishing Union, and carried forward the whole State, 
gigantic strides, in wealth, population and resources? There can he little doub 
foundation of her prosperity and greatness lias been principally laid in her ! 
public works. Her sisters, Pennsylvania and Ohio are following successfully it 
footsteps. Some of our sister States of the South, that were before careless, 
inactive, have, within the last few years, been roused from their lethargy, and 
noiw vigorously engaged in the improvement of their great natural advantages, 
no longer a question of mere experimental policy: the advantages of such imp 5 
ments have been practically illustrated. Shall we remain indifferent, and ina 
spectators of enterprizing policy; or shall we boldly grasp the means in our pc 
and'advance with a determined spirit, and a steady hand, in noble emulat ion of 
wise examples? 

It will berecolleted that by the act of Congress for our admission into the Ui 
it was provided, that five per cent, of the .net proceeds of.thc public lands to be 
within our limits after the 1st September, 1819, should be reserved for making 
lie roads, canals, and improving the navigation of our rivers, of which three, 
were to be applied under the direction of our Legislature, to such objects wit hi' 
State, and the remaining two fifths to the making a road, or roads leading to the» 
under the direction of Congress. The gross amount of the three per cent. f« n 
ready received by us is $383,463 56, as you will perceive by the report of the T 
urer, which will be herewith laid before you. No part of the two per cent, < 
nett proceeds, which it was contemplated should be applied to “a road or roads 
mg to the State,’* has yet been appropriated, by Congress, to anv such object, 
it to be presumed that such ^application will be made of it, if the policy .of 
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eat administration should be continued. This fund, which was intended, principally, 
fo P cur benefit, is now lying in the Treasury of the United States idle and unprofitable. 
It is believed, on proper application to Congress, it would be relinquished to the 
State, to be applied to like objects as those contemplated for the three per cent. fuvd. 
If so, it would bring into our hands an additional sum of near two hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars. Adding the amounts of these two funds to our probable proportion

All will agree that the ablest lawyers should be upon the bench. Where is tin 
lawyer of talents, experience and industry, in any part < f our State, who cannot mak 
more by the practice of his profession, than fifteen hundred dollars:—It would J 
difficult to find such an one. Is it reasonable, or is it jus', to expect a man who ca» 
realize by his practice, twenty-five hundred or three thousand dollars, perhaps moi> 
to sacrifice so much of his pecuniary interest, and incur a responsibility so much 
higher, for the mete honor of the station? When a c< mpetent Judge is on the Bench 
it is desirable to keep him there; if he he worthy of the trust reposed in him, he nj]| 
improve by experience, with the aid of industry* and his decisions will be uniform 
At the present rate of compensation, it requires the services of hut a very few years to 
satisfy the incumbent, that he cun sub>ei ve the interest cf his family to more a cl van* 
tage in almost in any other pursuit; lienee, our Courts are almost continually chang.ng, 

No southern State is more prosperous, or more tich in resources than our own, yet 
better salaries are given in every State South of tho Potomac, and bordering on the 
Atlantic, or Gulf of Mexico. The smallest salaries given to the Judges of the Supreme 
Court in anv of those States, is twenty-five hundred dollars; in one tlnee thousand; in 
another thirty-five hundred; and in are therfive thousand dollars. In the same States 
the salaries of the Circuit Judges range from two thousand t<> twenu-five hundred 
dollars. Are the people of Alabama less careful of their lights, that day are willing 
toentiust them to le*«s competent tribunals—or are they less libera! or less just, to 
those who dovote their time and labor to their service? 

Many will be surprised to learn (as they mav be by turning to rur statutes) that 
there is not a Cashier, or Teller, employed in any bank, or branch bank of the State, 
who does not receive a higher salary, than a judge of ihv Supt cine Court. The 
salary of the Cashier of the Branch of the State Bank at Mobile, is four thousand 
dollars, that of the First Toiler twenty-five hundred dr. liars. The salary r f the

Cashier of the Bank of the Stateof Alabama is twenty-fin c bund? cd dollars; that of 
the Teller two thousand dollars. The salaries of the Cashiers of the branch hanks 
at Montgomery, Huntsville and Decatur are two tin tjsand <!<»llais each, and those ( f 
the Tellers eighteen hundred dollars each. These (beklcrs are, uNc, generally 
furnished with comfortable houses tor their families. The Bo k keepers in all these 
banks receive salaries of fifteen hundred dollars each—!u in.; ' lie s ene ami amt given 
to your Circuit Judges. 1 do not complain of these salaries; thev were doubtless 
given to obtain the services of men of integrity and skill, with whom our mwrv 
would be secure. Should we give less to sexuic integrity and talents in those, with 
whom we entrust the safety of our tires, and all besides that we hold dear? 

Solicitors are another class of officers, \vho*>c compeu'-ath n is not r.r.ly inadffjuntc, 
but, in my opinion, giving in an injudicious mode. The snuiv ef a Solicitor is two 
hundred and fifty dollars, with such fees or perquisite s as me allowed bv la w. Both 
salary and perquisites are wholly unequal to the lab* r ami usp. nsibility'of tlic rfricc. 
A Solicitor, whilst on the Circuit has very little time to denote to anv other business. 
The larger portion of the profits of the office now depends upon the rnnti nge nev cf 
convicting the defendant; consequently the temptation is hoh’en out, cither to urge a 
prosecution beyond the requirements of justice (whirl) no government ought to desire) 
for the sake of ad ding to an insufficient salary; or peihaps, to ag roe to merely a nom¬ 
inal fine, to secure the tax fee. I think the entire compensation of those officers 
should be certain, fixed, and paid exclusively bv the State. 

The officer who prosecutes for the State, in important cases, is mrally obliged to 
contend against the best lawyers, and most skilful advocates, and very ( ben more than 
one. This being the case; to render public justice certain and efficient, and to restrain 
and punish the lawless, the Solicitor should possess integrity, learning, talents and 
energy. To secure such an officer, it would doubtless be a better plan to give him a 
fixed and respectable salary; and let the fees, now taxed for him, in cases'of convic- 
lon, continue as part of the punishment, but be paid into the treasury as a counter¬ 
poise to the increase of compensation. On this plan, it is believed, ver little more 
money would be paid out of the treasury, than is now paid. 

By the act of Congress authorising us “to form a constitution and State government,”

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yet, wc have never been permitted to participate equally in one important department 
of the government of the Union. YVe have no Judges of the Supreme Court, and' 

have no Circuit Court of the United States held, in the seven States last admitted._ 

Are we on “th e same footing with the original States, in all respects whatsoever^ _ 

Who will sav we are? Js not the due administration of the laws as important as 
fheir enactment? Although we have repeatedly urged this subject upon Congress, in 
vain, I trust that we are not destined to meet the same result hereafter. It would be 
too humiliating to suppose the General Government would disregard any obligation* 
therefore, I would advise a reassert ion ©f our claim to an extension of the Judiciary 
system, so as to embrace all the States. 

I cannot forbear to call vour attention again, to the crime of unlawful gaming, and 
the obvious inefficiency of our existing laws, to restrain its perpetration. I allude to 
those games and tables which are practised and used by professional gamblers. I 
would respectfully., but earnestly, beg leave to refer you to my views upon this subject 
as expressed at the last session. They have undergone no change, unless it be, that 
I am more fully satisfied by another year's observation, and occasional reflection on 
the subject, that it is a reproach to the character of our laws and institutions, that 
they are not sufficient to restrain a class of men, who have the hardihood to infest our 
cities and towns, and live, almost openly, by swindling and marauding or, the honest 
but unwary and indiscreet part of society. It is to be deprecated that men, advanced 
in life, with the care of families who must participate in the consequences of their 
indiscretion, may sometimes he made the prey of those rapacious moral vultures; but 
he most deplorable consideration connected with the subject, is the pernicious and 
pinious influence, wrought by their alluring ami diabolical aitifices, on the rising gen- 
ration. The gaming table is, emphatically, the curse of youth. It opens the way 
I vice of almost every description; it unhinges the moral feelings; it not only ruins 
Jirtune, but destroy character; the confidence of society; self-respect; and if not lof- 
bwed by self immolation, very often leaves the infatuated young man a victim of dis- 
§ se » v »ce and intemperance, to be mourned over and pitied by iris friends, and loathed 
|id contemned by the rest of mankind. Is there no remedy—no way of preventing 
ip suppressing this monstrous evil? There is one, which has been well tested, and 
as proved effectual in at least one of our oldest and most respectable sister States— 
bat is to punish such offenders ignonimously. If you have not a Penitentiary in which 
:> punish them by hard labor and imprisonment, carry out the principles of your 
rtminal code, by inflicting on such perpetrators such other ignonimous punishment, 

S your laws provide for crimes of kindred character. 

I would respectfully invite your attention to the laws relating to public weighers in 
te cityjof Mobile. 1 he law^authorises the Mayor and Aldermen of the city of Mobile 
> .appoint as many cottrn weighers, as they* may deem necessary to accommodate 
le public interest; and forbids any other person to act as a public weigher, under the 
Malty of fifty dollars for each offence. 

'I he class of public agents exercise powers which may effect the interests of indi- 
dtials to considerable extent. They are invested with authority to determine the 
eight of cotton without the necessary presence of the owner or purchaser; and though 
may frequently happen that the purchaser is present, the planter seldom is.— 
ken any dispute arises , in relation to deduction on wet , or damaged cotton , such 
Ructions are to be made by any two or more of such public weighers; bur, when no 
lest ions of the kind is raised, it is presumed a single public weiger makes the deduc - 
m according to his own discretion . No rule is, or perhaps can be laid down, by 
hich the deduction can be regulated; consequently, the loss of the planter may be 
f^rmined by arbitrary will, or the conjecture cf an individual. The power thus con - 
led is great, and might be much abused. 

Those whose rights are thus involved, have no participancy in the appointment of 
R.fgent, nor is the agent directly responsible to them. It is questionable, as the 
*-pow stands, whether a party, supposing himself injured, would have the power

All the certificates of State stork authorized by the act entitled “an act to prow 
for the sale ofcct taut State stork therein mentioned,” approved December 29th, l8t 
and by the act entitled “an act to incre .sc the capital ot the Branch of the 15 ink oftii 
State of Alabama, at IlutitsVilh , and jar other purposes,” approved January 9tl 
183G, (except c.ei tificates for five hundred tliousaud dollars to increase the capitali 
the Brandi at Huntsville, which have not been called for) have been issued and deli* 
ered to the President and Directors ol the State Bmk and its several branches, in th 
proportions required to each, and the receipts of their respective Presidents are on fill 
in ttie office of the Treasurer. 

Commissioners have been duly appointed to examine the several Branchesof th 
Bank ol the State of Alabama, and also for the Bank ot Mobile, and for the Planter* 
and Meich nits Bunk at Mobile; and, through their rcpoi ts, you will no douht, in * 
few days, be informed of the condition of all,* except the branch at Mobile, in itgarf 
to the examination ol which, I understand, some unexpected obstacles have beenptf 
sented, which may be supposed to require some cxplantion. 

On the Vad of September, 1 appointed Messrs. John Murphy, of C lark county, art 
John B. Hogan and Samuel H. Garrow, of the city of Mobile, CommissionersW 
amine the Branch of the Bank of the State of Alabama, at Mobile. The two latW 
had served m the same cajiacity under the appointment of my predecessor; the geo 
tlcman first named hud borne a conspicuous part in the establishment of theBinkf 
the fctate ot Alabama, on i:s presents basis, and has alwaysenvinced a lively inters 
in its success and prosperity. At an early day after the appointment became kno«

The law, requiring those anointments, does no, use the term office or officer,* 
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reference to the duty, or the agents who are to perform It; the terms Commiuonerw 
and Committer ure used to designate them. The persons appointed are not required 
to perform such duties as usually pertain to officers* either executive, judicial* or min* 
isteriaL Thcv are appointed “to examine all books, papers and accounts’* in a par¬ 
ticular bank, and make report to the Legislature at the next session. To constitute 
an officer* in the meaning of the term, cither technically* or in common parlance* 
'something more is necessary, than the mere performance of aduty, in which the pub¬ 
lic may be concerned. Jurors are required to investigate questions of fact, and some¬ 
times of fact and law combined, and report the result to the Court, and are moreover 
paid for their service, but we do not hear them called officers, nor is the station of a 
juror called an office. A Commissioner to examine a bank is not called upon to per¬ 
form public duties, of any description, for a term of years, or during good behaviour, 
or at the pleasure of the appointing powei; but simply, to unite with others in a single 
transaction—to examine a bank—which may occupy a month, a week, or perhaps not 
more than a day—and report the facts to the Legislature, when the duties end. 

The appointment of Commissioners, for the examination of a bank has, perhaps, 
never before been considered an office. It is very obvious that my immediate prede¬ 
cessor never so considered it, else he could not have made a large portion of the ap- 
pointments, which emanated from him, for the same purpose. It appears he appoint¬ 
ed Col. George W. Owen, whilst holding the same office of Collector of the Port of 
Mobile, now held by Col. Hogan, to examine the same Branch Bulk. It also appear? 
that he appointed John LUiott, Esq. on the 10th October; 1834. whilst holding the 
X)ffice of District Attorney of the United States, for the Southern District of Alabama, 
a Commissioner to examine the Bank of Mobile, with similar compensation to per¬ 
form like duties; and, consequently, equally liable to objections of unconstitutionality, 
tf it exist. 

Fui themore, the act of the General Assembly, requiring the appointment of Com¬ 
missioners to examine the several Branch Banks, was approved on the I2th day of 
January, 1833, when Col. B. Hogan of Mobile, James Abercrombie, Esq. then of 
Montgomery, John Vining, Esq. of Madison, and the Hon. Reuben Chapman, of Mor¬ 
gan, were all in the Senate of the State Legislature; and in the month of August 
ensuing, when the Senatorial term of neither had expired , each was appointed a Com¬ 
missioner under its provisions. If the appointment of a Commissioner, had been re¬ 
garded ns an office, this could not have been done, without violating the 25th section 
of the 3d article of our constitution, which declares: 

“No Senator or Representative shall, during the term for which he shall have been 
elected, be appointed to any civil office of profit under this State, which shall have 
been created, or the emoluments of which shall have been increased, during su^li 
term: except such offices as may be filled by elections by the people.” 

it is believed all these Senators served, as Commissioners; and, if they did, each 
of them violated this provision of the constitution, by accepting, as much as did my 
predecessor by conferring the appointment. 

But whatever difference of opinion there may be on the first (if indeed there beany) 
there can he none in regard to the other assumption of the board of directors—that 
they are conservators of the constitution—at least as far as regards the acts of others. 
If the directors he officers, at all, they are merely ministerial, and, the doctrine is 
believed to be well settled, that, as such, they had no right to pass on the question 
of Col, Hogan’s eUigibiiity, or the validity of his appointment. For them it was 
■enough that he held evidence of his authority to examine from the executive; and his 
appointment could only have been set aside by the judicial power, or by the Legisla¬ 
ture. The charter dots not constitute the directers conservators of the constitution— 
it does not require them to take an oath to support it—and, either, taking the oath to 
support the constitution, or adjudging the incompetency of a Commissioner, on the 
ground of the incompatibility of his appointment with the constitution, was, with due 
deference, and act of supererogation. The inexpediency of the exercise of such pow¬ 
er by the board will be obvious, by the single reflection that, if they can adjndgo one 
Commissioner inelligiblc, and therefore incompetent to examine, they may another, 
and all that may be appointed; and consequently they may prevent an examination, 
or delay it, and thereby defeat all the beneficial purposes intended by the act, and 
ruin the bank, before you are apprised of its danger. It would also seem reasonable, 
if they have the right to reject a commissioner, that they should, at once notify tha 
executive, that some other appointment, which would meet their approbation^ might 

n 
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ht made; otherwise an examination niight b<_* iU frattd, although the executive m* 
be willing to yield to Mr more enlightened judgment of the t.ard. ‘

to find, that the eonscieneioua scruple of the board have )ieUhtl to their sense of * 
pediency, and we may hope for a report on the management of tin* bank in thecoury 
of the session, if those scruples should not recur. 1 have instructed the cummisuot 
ers to persevere with the examination, till it be completed; though they inaynotj 
able to make their report during the first week of the session. I beg leave to refer vc 
to the opinion of the Attorney General, herewith presented, on the constitution, 
questieus, raised by the board of directors. 

Would it not be expedient to limit individuals to some reasonable amount of indeb 
edness in all our State institutions, as well on account of bills, as notes/ It certait 
was the original design of our State Bank, that its benefits should be diffused; 
equally and extensively as possible through the w hole community ; and 1 see no pr 
priely in departing from the principle. I can see no g<x>d reason for allowing ten,; 
twenty times the amount of accommodation to one individual, that is granted to at 
ther, merely on account of the form he may choose to adopt in making hisappi 
cation.

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to remark, that'It must be apparent to all, at thefirst view, that the very great labor that most hir 
encountered by the Examing committee, to go through the banking operations of the State Hank 
and its branches, comprising account* on $7,884,8G6 13 $ cents of capital stock, devided between 
the Bank of the State of Alaoama and four branches:- and that no examination by a joint-commit¬ 
tee, elected by both Houses, from their own bodies, to perform the duties assigned them, during 
tbesessisn, can be viewed in any other light, than ns a general assent, that the operations of tho 
fjtate Bank and its branches hare been conducted, by those to whom they have been confided, in 
the way, and agreeable to the annual Report®, required by law to be mad a out and submitted t<> 
the General Assembly, during the first week of every session. 

Your committee caused the statement of the Bank to be made out up to Tuesday night, tho CO }» 
day of November, 1836, marked (A) and herewith submitted as part of this Report; and for tb« 
purpose of testing its accuracy, counted the cash on hand, the specie in the valuts„aud amount of 
Cash placed in the bands of the Teller, to carry on the daily operations of the Bank, while your 
Committee were in possession of the keys of the Bank, and find said stntemtnent to he correct, 
and perfectly agreeing with the statement exhibited by comparing it with the books of the Hank, 
as footed by the different officers, which they have every reason to believe to he strictly correct. 

Your Committee next proceeded to count the blank paper on hand, and to compare the snm« 
with the Issuing Book, and the amount received from Hie engravers, and find that there are miss¬ 
ing one thousand and one impressions, of four notes each, being 1, 3, Sand 3 dollars each, making 
in.all, seven thousand and seven dollars. (7,007.) By referring to the Report of the joinl-commil • 
tee of the Gth January, 1831, there wore in the Bank, 18,042 blank impressions of notes, unissut d, 
of this denomination; and by the Report of The joint committee, under date cf 30th December, 
1833, there were on hand, 10,912 impression = , between which periods there appears to have been 
issued and carried to circulation account, only 999 impressions, under date of SUtli October, 1832, 
lea ving unaccounted for and missing 1,001 impressions. The present officers of tho Bank are till¬ 
able to give any explanation of the matter, and the committee, having no means of communica¬ 
ting with the persons who were the officers at that time, arc unable to report any more than the 
naked fact—leaving it. to the officers last referred *n f To give hereafter, the desired information. 

Your Committee directed their attention to the solvency of the debtors of the Bank and its 
branches; and, in order to ascertain more fully the condition of each individual debtor, they invited 
the attendance of the delegation of both 1 louses from each county, and submitted for their exam¬ 
ination and inspection, a list of the debts from their respective counties, and the result of this ex¬ 
amination will more fully appear, by reference to exhibit marked (B.) which will show the amount 
of bad and doubtful debts to be very small, for the extent of banking operations carried on by the 
9*te Bank and its branches. It is believed, that a part of the amount reported bad and doubtful, 
Will, n* has'been the case heretofore, be recovered, by a proper vigilance: and t lie cautious manner 
it) which discounts have been made for sonic years past, at the Bank of the State of Alabama, it is 
llOped, will in future, lessen still further, the amount of bad and doubtful debts. 

Exhibit marked (<J,) shows the amount of notes discounted for each county, in the Bank of tho 
State of Alab •una and its branches, which amounts to seven millions, seven hundred and seventy- 
two thousand, seven honored and ninety-seven dollars, (7,772,797.) 

Exhibit marked (f),) shows the amount in suit at the Bank of 'he State of Alabama, and tho 
branches at Montgomery, Decatur and Huntsville. 

Exhibit marked (E,) show's the amount of notes offered and the amount discounted from each 
county, by the Bank ot the State of Alabama, since the 1st day of November, 1835. 

Exhibit marked (F,) shows the amount, of capital stock of the Bank of the State of Alabama 
to be one million,one hundred and eighty thousand, and one hundred and thirty six dollars, forty 
four and three fourth cents. The amount to the credit of the Sinking Fund in said Bank, one ban 
dred and twenty two thousand, nine hundred and twenty eight dollars, and thirtynine cents — 
The capital stockjof the branch at Mobile, two ol millions dollars, and the amount to the credit of 
the Sinking Fund ui said branch, six hundred and one thousand, two hundred ami seventy seven 
dollars, and thirty four cents.
